WHAT TO DO WITII Tilt! KNOT.ISII BPAltltOW.
Tlio Euplish spiirrow1 lias very fow friondo

among fruit-gTowo- rs und. fnrtuurs, especially
nonr largo cities, whoro ho finds congenial
Hholtor and multiplies, very rnpidly. Wo aro
awaro of all tho objections that can lio urged
against him as a city ghost tho befouling of
buildings, tlio disagreeable uoiso, tiio destruc-
tion to fruit and garden crops, otc; still, in
our Tural homo, whoro wo recoivo tho almost
daily visits of Hocks of thcBO birds, and whoro
wo know thorn to havo porruanont brooding
and feeding grounds, wo can notico but littlo
actual damngo dono by thorn. At times, in
porioda of n wook or two, both in Summer and
Winlor, they help thoinsclvos to somo of tho
food thrown out to poultry, or hop around in
tho back yard aftor crumbs of broad, etc. At
olhor times IhcyBOOtn to find all they want
olsowhero. They do not scorn to como after
their wheat ration whon May booties and
sovoiitovu-ycn- r locusts abound. They aro quito
fond of tiieso insects. On tho whole, wo nro
also inclined to think that Iho sparrow has to
servo as scape-goa- t for many sins committed
by other birds.

Jlowovor this may bo, popular sentiment is
decidedly against the English sparrow. Seven
States havo unacted laws fur its suppression.
Four of those States simply except it Horn tho
protection n Horded other birds. Now York
makes it a misdemeanor to harbor or protect
it, and Michigan oven pays n bounty of Lhroo
cents for each sparrow's head at tho town
dorks' oil! cos.

Although tho bird is doing ub no serious
damage, yet wo beliovo that tho excessive num-
ber should bo kopt down. Tho bounty feature,
howovor, involves somo risk that other and
useful birds aro killed for sparrows, and tho
bounty claimed for thorn. A recent bulletin
of tho Michigan Agricultural College Experi-
ment Station names thu following birds as
liablo to bo mistaken for tho Kuglish sparrow:
Purplo finch, red-polle- d linnet, yellow-bir- d,

song-sparro- troo-sparro- field-sparro- nnd
dripping-sparrow- .

Wliilo somo birds of other families have
heads somowhat like tho English sparrow,
they can always bo distinguished from it by
tlio form of tho bill. Tho members of tho
thrush family have larger and moro slondor
bills.

No ono should rccolvo sparrows on a bounty
or prizo that has not thoroughly studied tho
bird. Bays Prof. C. II. Cook in the bulletin
mentioned. Ear too tunny of tho town clerks
do not know tho English sparrow's head from
that of a linnet or thrush. As a result, a great
many birds that havo boon sent in for a bounty
aio most beneficial birds. Thtu many heads
havo been sent to this station on which bounty
was claimed, of such valuable birds as tho
song Bpnrrow, red-polle- d linnet, and ovoning
grosbeak birds that Michigan laws protect by
a fino of $45 against their slaughtor. Every
person presenting such a bird to tho town
dork's oillco should pay that penalty. Tho
law docs well to protect such valuable birds as
tho song-sparro- and tho red-pol- l. To slaugh-
tor them, as has been dono the pittt year, is a
eorious wrong ; to pay for so doing is absurd.

Wo havo given this oxtract to show that
putting a premium on killing sparrows has its
dangers, and may result In moro harm than
good, says J'opuhir Gardening. Legislatures
must take 111 is. feature into consideration.

Tuusip cuLTimn.
Tho Full crop of turnips is now ono of tho

tnot important to attend to at once. For tho
Btrap-Iea- f variutics a month later will answer
in the south, but northward no timo should bo
lost In getting tlio. crop sown.

per cunt, of Paris green, tho surest proventivo
and insecticide. I havo also used with suc-
cess n mixture called "Tubacosa," which a
ituloigh firm proposes to put on tho inarkot
another season, in a cheap form. Whatever
application is used must be applied us soon as
tho plaiiUi appear, for it take but a few hours
to destroy them all if too beetle aro plentiful.

NOTKS.

Tho farmers who keep a small flock of
sheep should not neglect examination of tlio
feet. Perhaps a fow may be noticed feeding on
their knees. Their feet aro sore, and, if exam-
ined, the horn will bo round to bo turned
timler on tho sole, and the hip will bo filled
with gravel and filth, wliilo tho covered solo
will bo qtiito soft. This will lead to foot-ro- t,

and this in the end will bocouto contagious by
reason uf tho virus from tho sores fouling tho
grass. Then thu other soro feet nnd somo
hound ones will become dhuiaHcd, and in timo
all tho (lock will be crawling about on their
knees. Tho foot should bo pared now, and
before tho horn decays away, and a new horn
will soon grow again.

It is a simple matter to grow one's own
pottod strawberry-phiuls- . Tako lf

or throe-inc- h pots and set them in tho
soil, oven with tho surface, alongside tho old
plants. Layer tlu young plants in tho pots of
soil, securing them with it stone or clod of
earth. Jn 10 or 12 duya of favorable weather
tiiu poU will be filled with roots, nnd thu plants
may then be hut where they aro to go. Jil tho
absence of pots, small pieces of inverted sod
may bo used, putting thorn just below the
surface. This holds tho roots well together,
and permits their ready removal with soil
adhering.

About the middle of tho month is a good
lime to prepare-- for thu crop of kale and spinach
for cutting during Winter and Spring. Septem-
ber will suit as well in tho South. Kalo wo
sow broadcast, but spinach should be bown in
drills like turnips. Grcou Curled Scotch kalo
is tho best for the South, but tho Dwarf (.ionium
Ureens is hardier northward. In latitudes
where the cold is intensu a covering of rough
uianiiro in Winlor ia needed. Wo use hero tho
Noriolk Savoy spinueh or tho ordinary smooth
seeded sort for fall sowing. Prickly seeded
bpinach is best for Spring sowing.

Tho use of carrot jtrico for butter coloring
is. wholly unadviHublo. .The ulhumen in tho
juice quickly decomposes uud spoils tho butter.
Jf coloring is used in npito of all objection, let
It bo thu clear aunutto, dissolved in warm water,
of which a fow drops only aro required for
each gallon of cream. Put good taste and
common hciiHo (both uf those are collateral) for-
bid tho use of any coloring whatever; tho nat-
ural "gilt edge "of tho chlorophyl of tho fresh
grass or clovor, or of the corn or other soiling
fodder, is alone stiiUciunt to give thu delicate
primrose yullow of tho best butter. And every
dairyman should securo a supply of such fod-
der by foresightedtplauHlaid for thosoason be-

fore tho work hegins.T iT. Y. Times.
Seven years' experience with eusllago nt

the Michigan Agricultural College loads to tho
following conclusions: Tho silo should bo built
of lumber, and located as near tho feeding.
place as possible, and on tho samo level. A silo
12 feet deep, 10 foot wide and 11 foot long will
bo sufficient for six months' feuding of 10 cows,
weighing 1,000 pounds each, which will con-siiiu- u

b'00 pounds of ensilage dally. For tho
silo tho corn should not bo harvested until well
matured. A groat doal of tho feeding valuo
has been lost in tho past by cutting while too
green and succulent. Silage corn should uevor
be fed alouo to obtain tho best results, nor in
too largo proportion when combined with othor
fodder. Silage and clovor buy combined muko
a most excellent mixture for course fodder.
Those, with bran, shorts, corn meal, etc., in
proper proportions, make tho most economical
food for young cattle, nud for making milk uud
beef.

It
would scorn from St. Luke, 18: 1C, tho children
woro old enough to come, and bad a will to
come, (lience, forbid them not.; liy brought
( V. 13 of St. Mark's account) wo do not under-
stand actual bringing, as, u. g., in arms, but
loading. Yet wo aro doubtless to havo in mind
mainly infants requiring guidance of parents,
and in most instances demanding carriage in
arms of fathers or mothers. Tho parents
wanted Christ to put his hands on their chil-
dren. That was u method of dedication and
consecration. When ministers are now or-
dained clerical hands aro laid on their heads.
So of baptism and confirmation. Lango says,
"Tho Presidents of synagogs woro in tho cus-
tom of putting their hands on (tho hoads) of
childron."

And ho seems right. Wo cannot beliovo Christ
would havo died if salvation bo merely n quos-tio- u

of money. But a rich man may bo one
who trusts for salvation alouo in Christ. Ho
trusts iu his wealth only for temporal comforts
and for such commendation as ho may at tho
judgment receive fiom bia Master for u char-
itable, Christian use of bia possessions.

It is well also to havo a clear Idoa of what ia
meant by it noudlo's oyo.
